NOTES OF THE WEEK. 
Mr. FE. B. Lanin contribates to the fortaigitly Ririew a complete and 
Peviethile exposition of the actual e reumstances of the Jews in Russia. The most 
valuable parts of the article are the historical sketch of the legislation affecting 
the Jews. “a! il an explanation of the terri! le conditions which result from the 
establishment of the Pale of Settlement. Mr. Lanin declares, we believe With 
mueh trath, thet had the mperor Alexander LI. lived a year or two long: r. 
itis highly probal’e that there would now no longer be a Jewish question in 
Russia: for the emancipation of that people was one of the points of the 
constitution which he had consented to grant. His son and suecessor jx 
credited with a strong personal dislike to all followers of the Mosaic law, and 
's resolved, men say, to grind them down to the intellectual (they are already 
tar below the economic ) level of his orthodox subj cts.” The Whole COUTS¢ of 
present legislation is designed to extirpate Judaism end the Jews in the 
Empire. ‘Any one of the measures employed against the Jews,” says Mr. 
Lanin, * wonld be enough to ‘convert’ three-fourths of the Christians of 
Russia to Shamanism or Bouddism in a week : and the circumstance that 
about six million persecnted and miserable wretches remain steadfastly faith- 
ful to a religion that causes their life to be changed into a fiery farnace 
without the angel to keep it cool, is the nearest approach to a grandiose 
miracle that has been vouchsafed to this unbelieving generation.” The 
facts eiven to explain the utter wretchedness of the sews in the Pale are 
almost incredible in their horror, ** And yet, objectless as this persecution 
evidently is from any reasonable point of view, not only is it warmly advocated 
by a portion of the press, but a fiendish delight is taken’in contemplating 
the results.” Not without reason Mr. Lanin concludes that * Russian Jews 
may well defy their persecutors to frame any further laws caleulated to make 
their position worse than it is.” ‘The article should be reprinted in a 
separate pamphlet and circulated broadcast. 
We recommend the suggestion of our correspondent, Miss Bella Lowy, 
to the special notice of our lady readers. The revelations which have cowe 
to light of the exceptional m’sery to which so many Russian Jewesses are 
subjected by the operation of oppressive laws relating to the absolving of the 
marriage tie by the baptism of the husband must send a thrill of horror into 
the hearts of all Jewish women, It is well worthy of consideration, that 
Englishwomen of our faith and race might fitly memorialize the Empress of 
Russia on behalf of their sisters who are thus downtrodden and neglected. 
Moreover, such. an effort to arouse the public spirit and the compassionate 
sentiments of the women of Israel in the present grave crisis is in itself an 
admirable purpose. There is no reason why sucha movement, if properly and 
energetically conducted, should not bear some good result. In 1882 the late 
Viscountess Strangford made a similar snggestion, and was anxious to pro- 
pose a special resolution at the Mansion Ilouse meeting, which should enlist 
the co-operation and the services of women, but it was unfortunately not 
brought into practical shape. 
With the versatility of a true scholar, Dr. Jules Oppert was the only 
foreign member of the Artistic and Literary Congress who returned thank: 
in English to the Lord Mayor on the reception of the delegates at the 
Mansion Ilouse, This was a special compliment to the nation whose hosp! 
tality was being acknowledged. On his own part, Sir Henry Isaaes spoke in 
French, and each side was thus able to make a courteous concession to the 
idioms of the other. Dr. Oppert and Dr, Nordan represent France at this 
Congress, and tiey attended in the same capacity a preliminary meeting 1 
connection with the Orientalists’ Congress of 1891, which was also held this 
week in London. Dr. Oppert, the leader on the Continent in the remarkabe 
research into Assyrian antiquities which has recovered for us a whole history 
of the greatest interest to students of the Bible, was born in Hamburg. He 
became a French citizen because in France a career was offered to Jewish 
men of learning which was long closed against them in Germany. It was 
at the expense of the French Government that he made his remarkable 
excavations in Mesopotamia, and he still holds honourable positions at the 
Collége de France and at the Institut. Dr. Oppert made his mark 10 
Oriental Science so many years ago that some of those who meet him may 
well doubt whether it was he who under the Second Empire won the great prize 
given in Paris for studions research. An Afghan who asked a Russian 
traveller in 1875 who was Emperor of Russia was told * Alexander, and 
immediately, recalling vague bits of learning as to the Macedonian hero, 
exclaimed ** Dear me! was it not he who conquered India, and of whom a 
great deal is said in the Scriptures?” But Dr, Oppert is the same “ 
explored in the time of Layard, and wrote with Rawlinson, He 1s iene? 
devoted to the task of upholding the dignity of the Jews, to whose body ne 
is proud to belong ; and one of his noteworthy services to history 1s ne”

the events referred to in our Sacred Books, 
Mr. Joseph Jacobs will speedily become the friend and favou 
English children (of whatever age), who love a pretty fairy-tale, we 
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and daintily illustrated. Children show very good taste, as a rule, in the 
books that they like ; and their elders always fail when they seck to force 
upon them stories which they think good, but of which the youngsters judge 
otherwise. We have, therefore, subjected Mr. Joseph Jacobs's new book, 
«English Fairy Tales,” to the crucial test of youthful criticism, and it has 
gone through the ordeal triumphantly. ‘Ihe book was declared by one 
little girl to be “ better than Grimm,” than which no one could seek higher 
praise. [or ourselves, we must pronounce the book in every way excellent. 
It is skilfully compiled, beautifully printed (and children, by the way, always 
prefer well got-up books), and illustrated by Mr. J. D. Batten with a fresh- 
ness of conception and originality of design that deserve unstinted commen- 
dation. Mr. Batten’s invention is apparently inexhaustible, and his little 
artistic tricks are sometimes very mirth-provoking. The porridge pot 
in the story of the three bears is marked with the words * For a good 


bear” ;,and the full-page design of * Jack with his invisible ‘ap is very 
clever. Perhaps the best piece of drawing, however, is the beautiful illus- 


tration of the story of ** Mr. Fox.” Editor, artist, and printers have thus 
combined to render “ English Fairy Tales” worthy of a place beside * Alice 
in Wonderland.” 

Mr. Jacobs has wisely kept in view throughout the fact that ,his aim 
was to amuse and interest children. Out we come before the book is closed 
to come matter meant for children of older growth :

A Comwittee of Ladies should be formed, two to attend daily in rotation at 
each meal, to see that everything was conducted in proper aod guod orcer, The 
outlay would be only for utensils and a house, afterwards everything would pay for 
itself. Similar tickets should te issued for a cheap lodging, at say 2 }. 

We know that if orthodox food and shelter be found for our brethren, not 
one of them would go to such a house as exists in Vine Street or any other mission- 
ary establishment. This plan will lighten the labours of the Board of Guardians, 
and they will be spared the hearing of so many tales of distress ; it will also save 
our rich brethren work, as all their donations of coa!, meat, bread, etc., could be 
worked together and at this kosher kitchen, as we know that half their money 1s 
wasted by the poor selling what is given them. Further, the poor will be be nefited, 
because they will not have to work for little or nothing in order to obtain food ; 
neither will they be able to give this as a rcason for werk on the Sabbath. 

I shall be glad to hear from our brethren cn tho matter, when further plaas 
can be given by me.

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A PULPIT ADDRESS ON CHARITY 
MOCATTA.

Mr. F. D. Mocatta attended the service at the Hampstead Town Hall on 
Sabbath afternoon, when he delivered the following address :-— 

On the feast of Tabernaces. in which the present Sabbath occurs, under the 
leafy shade of the Succah, we are called upon to remember how our ancestors, 
freed from the bondage of Egypt, lived for 40 years in tents. This is the 
reason of our joy, JIATNSL" jt. but over the giadness of our present festival 
the terrible lot of our oppressed brethren in Russia and Roumania casts a 
sad and afflicting shadow. We must, however, be grateful for the happiness 
of our own position, and seck by all that is in us to mitigate the trials of our un- 
happy co-religionists, who are groaning under persecution. The Tabernacle festival 
is also ;* The Feastof the Ingathering,” and we raise our hearts in gratitude to 
Providence for the many blessings which He has bestowed upon us. At the same 
time we are directly enjoined (Deut. xiv.) to share those blessings with those who 
enjoy them far less than ourselves. If IT were asked to explain what is meant by 
* Religiva,” and what are its aims and its advantages to society, I would quote the 
simple words of the Shemang, “ Thou shalt love the Lord thy God, with all thy 
heart, with all thy soul, and with all thy might.” The love of God is the bhighes! 
aspiration of humanity, and the source of all that is most elevating and most per- 
fect in our nature ; but we can alone manifest our love of our Creator by our lov 
of His creatures, and we can only testify our gratitude for the blessings He has 
bestowed upon us, by enabling others to share in them as much as lies in our power. 
This love must be exercised with all our heart 337, by the power of sympathy, 
affection and kindly feeling ; with all our O52) thatis our soul, our life, our reason, 
and with all our IN, cur might, our strencth, our power. Thus our love of God 
is synonymous with charity in its widest, noblest and truest form. In common 
varlance we are apt to take a low view of charity—the gift of money by those who 
ave it to those who have none. It is quite true that a rich man who docs not 
euffer others to benefit by bis wealth would be utterly despicable; but it is not the 
bestowal of his surpins goods on others, but the manner of such bestowal which 
would entitle him to be considered charitable. Als». these who possess no worldly 
goods can be as highly charitable as those who have money to bestow, and, in fact, 
the very poor can, and do, as a rule, teach a sublime moral lesson in charity to the 
rich, Human soviety is a vast brotherhood, in which every member is necessary 
to the other. The fev who are blessed with wealth could ill exist without the 
mass of toilers who farnish their necessities and their luxuries, and the poor would 
find it equally difficult to live without those who employ their labours. 

The whole condition of our lives is full of inequalities ; we find the strong and 
the sick, the gifted and the simple, the comely and the ungainly—who present as 
many differences as docs the measure of their fortune. Our great aim must be -to 
improve the conditions of the less favoured, to tend, and if possible to heal the 
sick, toawaken as far as we can do the latent intelligence of the backward. to 
stimulate the faculties of the afflicted classes, such as the deaf and the blind. and 
to try to assimilate those who are peculiarly constituted, to the rest of their 
fellows. 

In like manner in dealing with the poor our great. aim should be the «i of 
their poverty. We should mix freely with them, we should give them the full 
benefit of our education and experience, we should counsel them us to how to 
employ to the best the powers and the resources at their disposal, and we should 
never be content until we have launched them in some career. by which, instead of 
remaiving dependent on the gifts and industries of others, they should become self- 
reliant and self-supporting. Independence means the attainment of a sufficiency, 
and a sufficiency is, for all purposes of happiness and utility, as good as riches. Thus 
we must as much as possible avoid all sensational means of affording charity : 
first impressions are apt to be entirely false, many of those who present the most 
harrowing signs of woe are trading on the susceptibilities of the soft-hearted, while 
most of those whose cases are the saddest suffer in silence, and have to be coaxed 
into speaking of their troubles. By all means endeavour to avoid the gift of amall 
helps—doles—which, while they, like strong drink, quench the wants of the moment, 
stimulate a craving for more, and lower the moral constitution of the recipient, 
thus intensifying the misery of his condition. 

We must be resigned to leave much that we could wish to €o undone. but 
whatever we can do we should endeavour to do thorvng!/y. Otherwise we risk to 
create a lasting and lamentable amount of evil, for by helping inadequately a larger 
number then we can properly grapple with, it is almost a certainty that our aid 
Will be entirely wasted, and that our poor friends will sink under the struggle 
which we have only inefficiently enabled them to maintain. It is a wise thing 
to gauge one s own powers, to make the best of tnem. but not to exceed them. The 
work of sympathy. of intelligence. of time and trouble we can most of us accom- 
plish by some amount of sacrifice and devotion, and this. is the holiest side of 
charity. 

The material part which we frequently are unable to provide from. our own 
resources, we can usually procure from persons better off, or less active than our- 
selves, but who are happy to confide their money to those on whom they can fully 
rely. Of course there will always be an unfortunate class who cannot help them- 
selves; the aged, the young, and the physically and morally disabled ; such must 
be aided and comforted as we best can, but happily these form a minority. There 
remains a class with whorn it is, fear, impossible for us to deal. and which I regret 
to say is far more numerous; it is composed of those who will not help themselves. 
When, after much patient experience. we have convinced ourselves that we have 
such to deal with. we must be content entirely to abstain, and to leave them to 
their own sac devices, or to such aids as the public law provides. 

I have here chiefly touched on the duties of charity in the form of aid from 
those who are in the possession of a certain amount of education and fortune 
towards tho:e who have but a very limited degree of either. but the 
pally compose tke assemblage which I am now addressing. and regarding the 
exercise of charity among the poor themselves as I have stated at the beginning, 
they are asarule exemplary in its exercise : probably in the same way as persons 
who,are accustomed to suffer have more tympathy with sickness than the very 
strong, the poor who know from experience the pangs of want are more alive to the 
sufferings of those around them than those who are more happily situated 
18, however, a charity of the most exalted type to which I would wish to 
one which is too often lost sight of—even by persons reputed charitable. It is 
the charity of feeling, word and action, which we should at all times exhibit 
towards our fellow-creatures of every class. We should neither utter. nor allow to 
be uttered in our circles uncharitable or slighting remarks on our neighbours. The 
more we encourage in our families a conversation on // ings. instead of On persaus 
the more we are likely to attain that charity of thought and speech, which spreads 
a holiness and a dignity over our homes and livis, and which excites, as it exnibits 
the love of our neighbour, as 13 magnificently said in our Law 4279 
We must also carry our charity a step further and in natural 
humane and sympathetic to thi se other creatures of God.

SYNAGOGUE DECORUM. 


By invitation of the Wardens the Rev. J. P. Stern occupied the pulpit of the 
Great Synagogue on Sabbath last, “ Ye shall keep my Sabbaths and reverence m 
Sanctuary , | am the Lord” was the text selected by Mr. Stern, and Synagogue 
Decorum was the subdject of his discourse. After pointing ont the connection 
between the two parts of the text, Mr. Stern brieflydwelt on Sabbath observance. 
bat devoted the greater part of his sermon to “ Reverence of God's Sane 
After citing passages from the Talmud and later Rabbinical works, Mr. 
Stern said: “Many other passages from our religious writers might be 
adduced on this important subject of Synagogue Decoruw, bat it is unnecessary to 
make further quotation, as I feel sure that one and all of us are agreed that onr 
conduct in Synagogue is not what 1t should be, not what the sanctity of the place 
in which we are assembled commands that it should be. Many of us enter the House 
of God in an indifferent, reckless fashion, and not with feelings of reverence andj 
awe, not as weak mortals coming into the presence of our Maker, the King of 
Kings; many of us grasp the hand of our fellowmen seated around us, and Salute 
them respectfully, but we lift not up our hands in prayer to God, and raise not 
our eyes to Him who isabove us; many of us bow down artificially as a mere matter 
of formi before the Ark, but we think not of that which is written in the Law 
therein deposited, of the words, “ Thou shall not take the name of the Lord thy God 
in vain.” Many of us enwrap our bodies in the Talith, the outward garmen: 
of prayer, but we envelop not our hearts in the inner garb of holiness 
Many of us settle down to chat and gossip instead of to pray and commune with 
our Maker, It was with feelings of deepest shame, I assure you, that I read in las: 
week's Jewish Chronicle the article describing the service in this synazvorue contri. 
buted by a recen*® vi-itor. I felt grieved, not because publicity was given to the 
subject. but because I knew how much reason there was to speak thus plainly. As 
an East End Misister I may tell you that nothing grieves me so much and makes 
me so sick at heart as the conduct which I witness in my own synagogue Sabbath 
after Sabbath and Festival after lestival, and this in spite of the fact that I am 
constantly calling attention to it from the pulpit. Not long ago an earnest worker 
in Kast London. one who is devoting his abilities and his time toimprove the Jewish 
youth of this district, assured me that he found it a creat diffi tulty to pray here, 
and but a week since, a lady who attended my synagogue on the New Year told 
me. that although the service was most impressively rendered and the arrangements 
for the comfort of the wotshippers all that could be desired, she could not attend 
ayain on the Day of Atonement. because those seated around her disturbed her 
devotions by their gossip.

THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT AND THE JEWS. 
[DALZIEL'S TELEGRAM.]

President Harrison yesterday transmitted to the House of Representatives 
, reply to the resolution concerning the prescriptive edicts against 
the Jews in Russia. The document, which is drawn up by Mr. Blaine, refers to 
‘he correspondence on the same subject sent to the House in 1882, and to several 
letters sent since then to the Government on the alleged interference with Jewish 
Americans in Russia. The document adds that the United States have omitted 
no proper occasion for rel.onstrance against the application of the religious test 
«American citizens in Russia, or having interests there. against enforcing dis- 
qualifications founded upon such test,a proceeding entirely without treaty warrant 
hetween the United States and Russia. Mr. Blaine proceeds to say that there is 
reason for gratification in knowing that these instances of interfering with the 
liberty and treaty rights of Americans in Russia on account of their religion are 
of infrequent occurrence. 


The Times of yesterday contains the first cf a series of articles on 
the Jews Of Russia. Yesterday’s article gives a summary of the principal disa 
lities under which the Russian Jews suffer. It points out that their disqualitica- 
tions ake them asource of revenue to the local officiais, and that the interest of 
the latter class lies in increasing the vexations with which the life of the Russian 
Jew is burdened 


At the Bayswater Synagogne on Monday the Rev. Dr. Adler devoted his ser 
mon to the present crisis in the history of the Jews in Russia. 

Taking his text from the Sth chapter of the First Book of Kings, 57th verse— 
“The Lord our God be with us, as He was with our fathers ; let Him not leave us, 
nor forsake us "—the Rev, Dr. Adler said.—*“I propose to speak to you to-day on 
the Russo-Jewish crisis, It may seem too sad a theme for a joyous festival ; but 
think my brethren, can there be a worthier celebration of this festival of ‘Solemn 
Assembly ‘ than to consecrate some earnest thoughts to the present position and 
future prospects of five-and-a-half millions of our co-religionists, who comprise more 
than half the Jewish population of the globe? {1 am the more anxions to do so 
because it has been said in some quarters that the present position of the Russian 
Jews is neither worse than nor better than it bas been during the last ten years. 
Would to God that these arsumptions were correct.’ After reviewing the history 
of the Russian Jews from the lith centary down to the reign of the late Czar 
Alexander II., he continued,—* Strange to say the Muscovite does not object to 
jrutality, but he entertains strong objection to his being regarded by others as act- 
ng brutally. In the history of Israel's sufferings the present persecution in Russia 
ssecond only to the destruction of the Temple.’ Dr. Adler further stated that the 
information conveyed by the two articles in the Reriew and 
Yegazene had to his knowledge been neither written nor inspired by a single mem- 
ver of the Jewish fold, and yet they bore corroborative evidence in every detail to 
‘he intelligence which had reached him from other and trustworthy sources. Then 
there were taxes which had been specially instituted in order to fetter the lives of 
the Jewish population. Education was being more and more restricted. The May 
laws of 1882 were being more and more enforced, so that the life of a Russian Jew 
was rendered intolerable ; and it would seem that there was a deliberate design to 
worry and crash out of existence by slow and aggravating process the whole Jewirh 
community of that vast empire. He (Dr. Adler) had read in a Russian newspaper, 
the (raschdanin, these words about his Russian brethren.—* When microbes have 
to be destroyed, we do not pause to inquire how microbes like the process.” Such 
was the spirit of the Russian Press towards the Jews. Dr, Adler categorically con- 
irmed every statement which has appeared in 7/+ 7imesx newspaper concerning the 
l-treatment of the Jews and the enforcement of the edicts of 1882. He also in- 
formed his hearers that he had himself seen and read the new drafte of oppressive 
trerulations which it is proposed to sabmit to the Imperial Council. 
Disability is to be extended, professions are to be closed, and the means 
of obtaining a livelihood sre to be further restricted. Dr. Adler. in 
conclusion, qnoted the closing words of the article in the Furtnight/ly: 
“Itis to be regretted that the monster meeting which the Lord Mayor of London 
was to have convened was not held ; as it might have led to some beneficial result ; 
not, of course, by passing impotent resolutions of indignation, which would have 
had as much effect on the Russian Government as dewdrops on a goose’s back, but 
vy respectfully petitioning his Imperial Majesty—as a daily paper lately suggested 
—to commute in his clemency the present unbearable sufferings to which the law 
condemns six millions of men and women—for painless death by electricity o 
poison.”

__ The following letter from Mr. Oswald J. Simon was published in the 7+mes 
of Monday :— 

Sir—The article on this subject in the Fortnight]y Rericw by B. Lanim 
replete as it is with valuable information, contains on the first page an implied 
assertion as to the statements of your correspondent of the 30th of Jaly which I 
veg to disprove. The writer alleges that “a well-informed and widely-circulated 
paper assured its readers that a new and barbarous law had just been passed in 
fKussia,”’ and then he goes on to say, by way of disproof, that ‘no project of law 
ever passes the Imperial Council m June, July, or August, because there are no 
‘ittings of that body all through the summer months.’ The document published 
inthe /imes on the 30th of July, which lies before me, does not mention the 
Imperial Council, nor does it assert or imply that any law was passed or submitted 
during that period. So far from it. the first paragraph contains these words :— 
“These laws, known as the ‘ May laws’ were promulgated in 1852, but were never 
Put into force until the present year.’ That sentence is, in fact, all that can be 
found in the document in which dates are mentioned or referred to. This is an 
*xtraordinary error on the part of the writer of so important an article. With this 
“xception the article bears out the statements which have appeared in 7c Jims, 
‘ul tells a great deal more that is known to those whose special duty it has been 
to vestigate the barbarous persecutions of the Jews in Russia, 

he statements also to be found in /i/ackwood's Magazine of this month 
‘trengthen very materially the charges which the Jews of every free country bring 
‘Carlessly against the Russian Government, The bribery which is offered to Jewish 
‘postates therein mentioned (page 454) and the heavy penalties incurred by the 
mass of Jews and Jewesses who remain steadfast to their faith expose the real spirit 
and the actual policy of Russian Christianity towards Judaism. I had occasion 
ecently to call the attention of an Anglican clergyman to the signal failure of 
~ssian Christianity as a moral and spiritual force. His reply was that Russian 
a ‘istlanity was only a “spurious Christianity.”” That may or may not have repre- 
nted the particular views of the gentleman with whom I spoke. But for my own 
og both as an Englishman and as a Jew, I do not hesitate to characterise the 
of the Russian Government as an elaborate combination of 
all E lzed cruelty and dangerous deceits. It is, in fact, the very antithesis of what 
tras Christians most justly prize in the Christianity of Great Britain. 
enture to urge once mére upon your numerous readers of All classes and 
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opinions that the present condition of the millions of Russian Jews is one which 
has an unparalleled claim upon the sympathies and exertions of the free Christian 
citizens of every civilized land. The very fact that official Government intervention 
is 80 difficult, and that one country has no diplomatically acknowledged right of 
dictating to another how its subjects should be treated, casts the moral obligation 
upon free citizens to exercise their inalienable right of denouncing cruelty and 
succouring the oppressed. Moreover, the Russian Jews stand in this wholly 
exceptional position—that whilst being persecuted solely on account of their 
religion—for, quibble as anti-Semites may, it is because they are Jews that they 
suffer—their religion is the only one in Europe which has no nation and no country 
at its back. That is the reason why the persecutions inflicted upon them are more 
severe, more complicated, and more protracted than those of any other section of 
Russian subjects who are outside the Russian Church. Again, these people, 
not citizens of any other country, and therefore not in a condition to claim 
the protection of any other Government, are’ “aliens” in their 
native land, This point was brought to the notice of Lord Salisbury by my father, 
Sir John Simon, at a deputation from the Jewish community which waited upon 
him in July, 1885, And that isa point which should be forcibly brought home to 
the consideration of the English people at this moment. It brings the matter to 
this issue—namely, that there are some millions of human beings living—I should 
say existing—in a neighbouring “Christian Country” barbarously maltreated, 
suffering extreme misery, tribulation, and oppression, belonging to no country in 
the world, enjoying no sort of claim to the protection of any Power, no Power having 
a right to interfere on their behalf, having, alas, nothing in common with the rest 
of mankind, except their humanity and their confession of faith in one invisible 
God. Yet I maintain, and I cl alenge any man worthy of the Christian name to 
refute me, that that humanity and that confession do place those millions in the 
position which of all others commands the care and the regard of the public opinion 
of this country and of the United States of America. We are bound to them by an 
extraordinary claim, one which can kaow no rival, one which is indeed truly excep- 
tional and overpowering. 

Tne difficulties which have attended those who have specially sifted and 
obtained information respecting the «‘/~s and the sufferings of the Jews in Russia 
during the present year ate unprecedented. One of the worst weapons directe:| 
against such inquirers is that of official lying, deceit, and corruption. Every effort 
has been made to restrict communication. The order received at the Foreign Office 
in July last to prevent Jews of any country coming to Warsaw is an illustration of 
the attempts to preserve secrecy n their macbinations against these unfortunate 
people, Yet we in England are not to be cowed even by the worst devices of 
Russian deceit. I appeal again to my feliow-countrymen to raise their voice and to 
memorialize the Czar on behalf of these defenceless masses of human beings.

THE TORAH IN) ENGLAND. 

During the last few years our columns have frequently testified to the 
fact that the spiritual unrest, brought about by the Bible critics, has not left 
the rank and file of our own community altogether untouched. More than 
once our pages have received the confilences of thouchtful co-religionists, 
who refused to allow their faith to capitulate to the first inroads of doubt, 
but who still could not silence their soul-searchings ; and last Tuesday there 
were probably not-a tew who asked themselves, as the Templar in“ Ivanhoe” 
asked Renecea, ** What has this Law done for you that you should rejoice 
in it?" Much might be said in specific answer to this question ; but now- 
a-days it is notZenough to declare that the Torah was given to us amid 
thunder and flightning from Mount Sinai, that it was the Law of our 
fathers, and that it has been thie consolation and hope of Israg. through 
a history of bitter sorrow, The pressing question which stares us in the 
face, the question of the historical accuracy of the Scriptural books, is not 
solved by this traditional justification. The orthodox theologian will, 
of course, have no difficulty in proving that the critics are all wrong ; but 
the orthodox theologian is not the typical unit of the community. What 
about the bulk of the semi-lettered and strongly materialistic public, whose 
draughts of the Pierian spring hare only endowed them with an objective 
appreciation of criticism, and who have no adequate subjectivity of faith or 
erudition to counteract the canker that eats into their souls? The question 
to them, if they face it at all, must necessarily be a serious one. If they 
have no convincing guidance—and many of them have not the time to 
purvey it for themselyes—they must confront the consequences of surrender, 
They have to ask what is their position if all the contentions of the crities 
are true. Has M'2'N73 P32 no lessons which our preachers have neglected 
to dwell upon? 

The answer is not so difficult as it seems at first sight. In the same 
way as Marrnew Annowp found it in a revelation of righteousness, the 
most sceptical Jew might find it. Those of more stubborn faith might 
range themselves with Mr. Giapsroxr, and declare that the unapproachable 
majesty of the Bible is its own sufficient witness to its authenticity, 
But we are not dealing now with men of faith. . We are thinking 
of the people of lower appetite end narrower intellect, the Graparinps of 
an Age of Facts, who demand of every theological doctrine. and document 
a clean bill of health, historically and logically, and also some material 
evidence of its moral efficacy. The question with them is not only ‘Is it 
good, is it true?” but ‘Is it useful ?"—not “ What has it taught?” but 
“What has it done?” Unconsciously they apply to the Bible its own 
standard of salvation. The gospel of Justification by Works is asked to 
justify itself by its own works. The Dible can, however, stand the test. 
We need not repeat here the sweeping generalisations which are usually 
made to serve for an historical vindication of the Dible. Apart from 
their fatal liability to complicated qualifications they have only an indirect 
claim upon the Jew. Wemay take an instance of Bible influence which 
is easier of comprehension especially to the English Jew—the career of 
the Old Testament in England. In no country have the teachings of the 
Torah been taken more zeaiously to heart, and nowhere have they pro- 
duced more splendid results. It is literally correct to say that the 
development of English constitutional{liberty and the imperial progress of 
Great Britain may be measured by the statistics of the circulation of the 
Old Testament in the country. 

‘The English Jew has, in the records of his own community, & curious 
clue to the workings of this historic factor. The struggle between the Old 
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and the New Testament in England is there suggestively mirrored. 
The expulsions in 1290 were due to a movement which derived 
all its fanatical impulses from the theology deduced from the New 
Testament, while the resettlement in 1656 was as conspicuously due 
to the triumph of Old Testament principles under the zealous care 
of the Puritans. This is an indirect illustration, but a strikingly 
eloquent one, of the theory insisted upon by Mr. Lecky that the advocates 
of civil liberty in England always derived their political principles from the 
Old Testament, while the defenders of despotism obtained theirs from the 
New. When Hevry VIII, in his anxiety to creumvent the Porr, ordered 
that every clergyman should possess a copy of the Bible in the vernacular 
and that no one should be excused from attending the services at which it 
was read, he little dreamt that he was sowing the seeds of a political move- 
ment which, in less than a hundred years, would shake his own throne to its 
foundation and transform the fundamental conception of monarchical govern- 
ment, This is, however, what took place. The peoy le found in the Old Testo- 
ment all the ethical principles which had formerly been impressed upon them 
by the New, but clothed in historic garb and enforced by tangible examples of 
political application. They were presented for the first time with a picture of 
a whole nation striving for righteousness by the consistent application o 
It is 


not difficult to understand how this picture must have pressed itself upon 


the laws of divine practice to both the governors and the governed, 


the consciousness of a high spirited race to whose normal love of freedom it 
broucht a practical sanction of the loftiest authority. The people brooded 
over it throughout the persecuting reign of Many, and watched anxiously 
for its realisation during the reign of The tirst signal for 
Joun Kwox gave bold expression to the lead- 
ing political idea which the Puritans in both countries had silently deduced 
from the history ol Israel. 


action came from Seotland. 


He proclaimed the superiority of nations to their 
sovereigns, and asserted the duty of a people to resist a persecuting monarch, 
This denunciation of the irresponsibility of the throne, founded avowedly on 
Bible teaching and enforced by Dible example, was the key -to the Puritan 
movement, and hence the foundation of English liberties. How it produced 
the great Rebellion and established the Commonwealth is a familiar story. The 
great Rebellion was, however, not only a remarkable illustration of the strong 
influence exercized ty the more turbulent teachings of the Old Testament : 
it was equally a vindication of the efficacy of its constructive ethics. In 
peace as in war the Old Testament. remained the highest monitor of the 
Puritans throughout their history: and although during a large span 
of that period the differences between Cromwert and his Parliaments 
rendered a regular constitutional government impossible, never before had 
the affairs of the nation been more equitably administered. Cromwern 
could not have nusgoverned even had he wished LO.

We need not pursue our survey of the Old Testament in England 
further; for the Puritan movement in the seventeenth century is the 
foundation of England’s freedom and greatness. Its Bible spirit has lasted 
to our times, and, together with the political virility to which it gave birth 
has been the chief factor in the progress and expansion of the Lmpire. 
The debt of the English people to the Old Testament is incaleulable. To it 
is mainly owing the fact that the progress of English liberty has never 
been dissevered from the teachings of religion. Without it there can be 
little doubt that the political progress of the country would have struggled 
through stupendous catastrophes and in the end would have been aveow plished 
only through the sacrifice of all religious teaching. An illustration of 
what might have occurred is afforded by the history of popular rights in France, 
There the people had practically ho knowledge of the Old Testament to 
oppose to the pretensions of the New. The Charch had defended 
despotism, as everywhere else, on the ground of the teaching of un- 
reserved submission inculeated by Sr. Pavt: and when the Revolution 
broke out, and, both the Monarchy and the Church were overthrown, the 


sealed books of the Old Testament were cast away with the New, and an 


avowedly Atheistic basis soucht for the new order of things, From this 


England was undoubtedly saved by the Torah. Old Testamert religion 
is still a telling force in English politics. The bulk of the Liberal party are 
the Nonconformist heirs of the Puritans. The Bible enthusiasm of the 
Quakers did more for the triumph of Free Trade than the economie doc- 
trines of Apam Sauiru, In dealing with the practical polities of the day, it is 
remarkable how often the Old Testament is laid under contribution. An 
exciting scene, was witnessed, when

M.P., addres:ing a political meeting in Whitechapel, composed 
almost entirely of Jews, roused their enthusiasm by quoting, with 


telling effect, from their Scriptures the Jewish Prophet's warning : * Woe 
unto them that join house to house, that lay field to field, till there be no 
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place, that they may be placed alone in the midst of the earth.” Jony 
Buicut often spoke of his indebtedness to the Bible for the inspiration of 


some of his most eloquent periods. Mr. Henny Georar seeks g sanction 
for his theory of Land Nationalisation in the Levitical code. Examples of 
this kind could be quoted ad infinitum, bat we have said enough to show the 
special significance to English Jews of the Sabbath Bereshith, which we shall 
celebrate to-morrow hy commencing again the yearly cycle of the weekly 
reading of the Law,

On Sunday last the monthly meeting of the Council of the 
association was held at 105, Piccadilly, There were present : Sir Julian Goldamid, 
Bart. M.P., President, in the chair, Sir John Simon, Lieut.-Col. Goldsmid, Revs. 
pr. M. Gaster, A. Lowy, S. Singer ; Messrs. E. N. Adler, E, H. d’Avigdor, H. A. 
Franklin, F. Bb. Halford, C. Q. Henriques, Delissa Joseph, B. Kisch, F. D. Mocatta, 
1. E. Nathan, A. E. Samuel (President of the Cardiff Branch), Daniel Schloss, 
Leopold Schloss, Oswald J. Simon, Algernon E, Sydney, Lucien Wolf. The Hon. 
simon Wolf, of Washington, and Herr Simmei, of Berlin, were also present. 

On the motion of the CHAIRMAN it was resolved that a vote of condolence 
should be passed to the family of the late Hon. B. F. Peixotto, 

The CHAIRMAN welcomed the attendance of the Hon. S. Wolf and of Herr 
Simmel. both of whom, he said, were active workers in their respective spheres on 
behalf of the Jewish poor. 

It was resolved that notice should be given to the members of the Council of 
the date on which the address to Cardinal Manning would be presented, in order 
that those members who desired to be present should have an opportunity of 
doing so. 

It was also resolved that the Executive Committee should be empowered to 
make arrangements for holding the meetings of the Council in a hall in Store 
Street, Bedford Square. 

The Report of the Executive Committee was read and embraced the following 
subjects : 

BraNcukEs.—The annual meeting of the Manchester Branch will be held on 
Sunday, the 1%th October, and will be attended by the Rev. A. Lowy and Mr. L, E. 
Pyke, who have accepted the invitation of the local Committee to address the 
meeting.—The Melbourne Branch has forwarded to the President of the Avsociation 
a letter expressing willingness to raise a fund for the relief of the Jews in Ruasia 
should pecuniary assistance be required. The Executive Committee, concurring 
with the opinion of Sir Julian Goldsmid, have replied that no monetary help 
could ben fit the Jews in Russia itself, 

Russ1A.—In conformity with instructions given at the July Meeting of the 
Council, a meeting of the Conjoint Committee of the Association and the Board of 
Deputies was held on July 14, when it was resolved to memoralise the Foreign 
Secretary in 1eference to the rights of British travellers in Russia, and in con- 
nection with the notice published in the Londow Gastte. A formal acknowledgment 
of this memorial has been received, Immediately on the publication of the article 
inthe /imex of July 30, reporting the intention of the Russian Government to 
bring into operation new repressive measures against the Jews, a meeting of the 
Conjoint Committee was convened by telegraph by Mr. Lewis Emanuel, and was 
held the same evening. A memorial soliciting Lord Salisbury’s vood oftices with 
the Russian Government was sent on the following day to the Foreign Office. The 
substance of the reply has already been published in the Jewish Chronicle. The 
Executive Committee have collected information based mainly on articles and other 
satements, published in the English and portions of the Continental press, during 
the recent crisis, Some prelimipary steps were also taken on the part of the Com- 
mittee when the announcement was made public of au intended meeting at the 
Mansion House. | 

ROUMANIA.—In view of the expected visit to this country of the King of 
Roumania, the Executive Committee at their meeting on the 2sth September de- 
cided to convene the Conjoint Committee with the view of considering the desira- 
vility of approaching his Majesty, in the interests of his Jewish subjects. It has 
since been announced in the public press that the projected visit of the King has 
been abandoned. 

THE Fike at SALONIcA.—On the morning of the 5th September a t-legram 
was received at the office of the Association, from the heads of the Jewish com- 
munity in Salonica, soliciting help for the sufferers by the fire then raging in that 
City. The Clerk to the Council having obtained further information from Messrs. 
Allatini Brothers, at once initiated a co!lection, and when the Mansion House Relief 
Lommittee was formed he handed over to that body the sum of £350 Ids. 

BAGDAD.—A letter has been received from the Foreign Office, following up 
previous communications from the British Consui General at Bagdad, on the situa- 
uonof the Jews in that town. Messrs, Sasscon and Co. also forwardea copy of a 
letter which their Agent (an English Christian) in Bagdad had written to the 
British Consul General at that gentleman's own request, and in which particulars 
were given of acts of cruelty committed upon Jews. 

PersiA,—Sir Julian Giold+mid and Sir Albert Sassoon having, at the request of 
the Council, written to the British Minister at Teheran and to the British Agent at 
Ispahan in the interests of the Jews in Persia, satisfactory replies have been received 
from those gent!emen. 

The letter to Sir Albert Sassoon is as follows : 

Julfa, Ispahan, July Isth, 15‘), 
Sir Albert Sassoon, Bart., London. 

Dear Sir,—I have to thank you very much for your kind letter of the 16th 
May last. I have always sympathised with your coreligionists here, and done all in 
Dy power to prevent their being oppressed, and shall continue todo so. Whenever 
there is any case of oppression or persecution, I at once speak to His Royal Highness 
Prince Zil-us-Sultan, and when necessary report the matter to His Excellency, 
Sir Henry Drummond Wolff. Lately some Jews were ill-treated, and | at once 
spoke to His Royal Highness, who gave strict orders to punish severely any one 
persecuting Jews. You have done well in writing to His Excellency, Sir Henry 
Drummond Wolff, who interests himself very much in the matter. Ilis Excellency 
has asked me to report to himself any cases of persecutions of Jews here. To-day. 
about a dozen Jews came to see me, and I again told them to report to me at once 
any cases of ill-treatment that might occur.

SCHOOLS IN THE East. — Since the last meeting of the Council (when a 
recommendation to grant £1,500 out of the Education Fund towards building new 
Premises for the Bombay School was referred back to the Executive Committee) 
‘resh proposals have been made by the President of the School Committee on the 
4sis Of the utilisation of the present building, which is now in the market. The 
Executive Committee accordingly recommend that a grant of £1,000 be made for 
this burpcse from the Education Fund.—The Munca Society in Bucharest, to which 
the Council last year voted £10 for the apprenticing of Jewish girls, has applied 
or the renewal of the grant. The President of the Society states that through its 
°perations fifteen families have found partial bread winners in their daughters, who 
although under training for only nine months, are earning from 4 to 50 francs a 
month by means of the needle. The Executive Committee rccommend the re- 
Sewal of the grant.—The Executive Committee are in correspondence with the 

fads cf the Jewish congregation and with a firm of English merchants at Basreh 
(near Bagdad) relative to the requirements of a newly-estabiished Jewish School, 
Which is attended also by Christian and Mahomedan children.—The congregation 
‘olicits assistance for the erection of a suitable school-house, and also for the en- 
gagement of a competent English teacher. The Director of the Jerusalem School 
we farnished the Council with information on the work on which the pupils in the 
ential Department are engaged. It appears that all the workshops are fully 

pled with the execcution of orders. 
aR Vith reference to the meeting of the Conjoint Committee held on July 50th, it 

resolved that the Conjoint Committee should be requested to co-operate as far 
oh ae With the Mansion House Committee in matters affecting the Russian

A long discussion was held on Russian affairs, but it was resolved that the press } 


should be requested not to publish any detaiis. 

Mr. M. Duparc read a letter received from a correspondent, giving 
details of persecution in Bottuschani, Roumania. It was alleged that a number of 
Jewish houses had been destroyed, and that on the eve of }um Aippur a namber of 
students had broken into the synagogue, had put out the lights, and had broken 
every window. It was also alleged that two Jews had been flogged and beaten to 
death. 

Mr. OswaLp J. Simon said that he was of the opinion that the facts should 
be communicated to the public press. 

The Rev. 8S. SINGER questioned whether the statements contained in the letter 
were not exagverated. 

Mr. ELKAN ADLER said that the matter should not be sent to the public press 
at the present juncture, as even the alleged outrage at the synagogue constituted an 
injury, more tothe superstitions of the people than to the Jewish body, and any 
public notice of Roumanian matters would militate aginst the far more important 
question of the Russian persecutions. 

Mr. ALGreRNON E. SypNeY urged that should any letter be rent to the public 
press it should first be considered by ths Executive Committee, in order that the 
accuracy of the statements should -be tested. 

Dr. GASTER said that he could vouch for the correctness of the statements 
which had been made, and that reports of the incidents mentioned had appeared in 
the Roumanian newspapers. 

The CHAIRMAN said that extracts from the Roumanian press would be of 
greater influence than a letter from any private individual, and if Dr. Gaster and 
Mr. Ozwald Simon would carefully go through those papers and prepare suitable 
extracts he would be willing to revi-e them with a view to their subsequent publi- 
cation, but he was anxious that nothing should be done which would draw away 
public attention from the position of the Jews of Russia. 

Mr, F. D. Mocatra while sympathising with the views of the Chairman as to 
the Russian situation, said that the persecuti ms in the two countries should be 
treated as one question and that the Jews of Roumania, although numerically the 
lesser body, should not be left uncared for. 

On the motion of the Rev. S. Sinarr. seconded by Mr. ELKAN ADLER, it was 
resolved that the matter should be referred to the Executive Committee. 

The Financial statement was laid before the Council, and showed that the 
income included a balance of £161 — subscriptions £9 Ils., general donations 
E152, £350 in aid of the sufferers by the Salonica Fire, £75 1m aid of Schools in the 
East, and Dividends £14. The expenditure, includes school grants, £274, donations 
forwarded to Salonica £350, leaving a balance in hand of £575, 

The following recommendation of the Executive Committee was passed : to 
vote £10 towards the library of a Beni-Isracl Literary and Educational 
Institute in Bombay. 

The CHAIRMAR cave notice that at the next meeting he would move that the 
Rev. Dr. Hermann Adler should be elected a Vice-President, and Sir John Simon 
said that he would second the resolution. 

Recommendations to vote a sum of £1,000 out of the Education Fund towards 
purchasing aud making additions to the present premises of the Beni-Israel School 
in Bombay. and to renew a grant for female technical education in Bucharest, were 
adjourned to the next meeting. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman terminated the meeting.
